The field, known also as cliomet- 
rics, is the use of modern statistical 
analysis, mathematical models and 
computers to understand historical 
events. 

North, 72, said he was “flabber- 
gasted” to share the $825,000 prize. 
“Tt’s the most exciting thing that can 
ever happen to one as a scholar.” 

Fogel, 67, was doing research at 
home at 5 a.m. when he got the call 
from the Royal Swedish Academy of 
Sciences. 

“I was pleasantly curried but not 
shocked,” he said: “I was very 
moved and very honored that they 
viewed my work the way that they 
did.” 

Fogel’s view that slavery is eco- 


nomically viable 
was outlined in 
his 1974 book 
“Time on. the 
Cross: The 
Economics of 
American 
Slavery,” writ- 
ten with Stanley 
L. Engerman.

“If you want me to say it was 
unprofitable -or inefficient, I won't,” 
he said at a news conference. 

The Nobels for Fogel and North 
brought the number of American 
winners to 21 of 34 since the eco- 
nomic prize was established in 1968 
by the Central Bank of Sweden. 

Fogel is best known for his work 
on railroads and slavery and their 
relationships to the course of history; 
North for his study of institutions, 
such as private property and labor 
organizations.

More than 30 Y students research for Fogel.

The faculty at the University of 
Chicago embraced a fourth consecu- 
tive Nobel Prize in economics on 
Tuesday, but the celebration extended 
all the way to BYU’s campus. 

Professor Robert W. Fogel; -whose 
current project involves teamwork 
with two BYU professors and full- 
time research by more than 30 BYU 
students, shared the prize with 
Douglass C. North from estoy 
University i in St. Louis. 

“(Fogel) is one of the most creative 
individuals I have encountered,” said 
Clayne Pope, a BYU economics pro- 
fessor who has worked with Fogel for 
about 25 years. 

Pope and Larry Wimmer, a BYU 
economics professor and colleague of 


Fogel’s, began working together as | 


graduate students under Fogel in the 
late 1960s at the University of 
Chicago. They and two other BYU 
graduates, Richard Manning and 
Mark Showalter, assisted in Fogel’s 
controversial study of the economical 
impact of slavery. 

Since then, Pope and Wimmer have 
participated in nearly half ef Fogel’s 
better-known research and helped ini- 
tiate his current project. In addition, 
all four graduates returned to BYU as 
faculty.

Leavitt’s anti-gang package criticized 


SALT LAKE CITY — Wayne Holland, a supervisor at the Division of 
Youth Corrections, took the day off Tuesday so he could express his opinion 
that much of the governor’s anti-gang package is ill-conceived. 

Holland, programs coordinator for the division, told the House Democratic 
caucus that he has serious concerns with several of the bills in the package, 
which calls for young offenders to be tried as adults or incarcerated in adult 
facilities. 

Holland said he worried that lawmakers are being led to believe that most 
gang members are juveniles, when more than two-thirds are adults. Worse, he 
said, the system may be discriminating against minorities — and the 
Legislature is feeding that subtle racism. 

“We make it sound like they are all kids,” said Holland. “They’re not. And 
many who are, are salvageable. 

“And I get very concerned that ‘gangs’ may be a code word for minorities, 
that these are ‘west-side’ kinds of things,” he said. 

“Police don’t arrest more minorities than whites, but I can tell you that once 
they are in the system they are handled differently. They are incarcerated faster, 
and they are incarcerated longer,” Holland said.

Dr. Henry Yeates, a Provo allergist, 
said usually those who do not have a 
pre-existing allergy condition will not 
get allergies because of the air.

“There’s health problems because 
of air pollution? I don’t think there’s 
any question about that,” Yeates said. 

He explained that carbon monoxide 
and tiny particles of sulfates and 
nitrates cause much of the pollution 
problems in Provo. Any area with a 
high population will have air quality 
problems, Yeates said. 

He said he rarely advises people to 
move, but has heard some people say 
a weekend or vacation out of the area 
usually clears their sinuses and makes 
breathing easier. 

“We have people who have left the 
inversion and say they feel better,” he 
said. “I don’t know how much of that 
is psychological.” 

Edmunds said when she moved to 
Payson three months ago, she imme- 
diately felt better. 

“I could breathe a lot easier,” she 
said. “I wasn’t coughing up mucus at 
all. I realized that I could breathe.

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An unnoticed eclipse 
of the First Amendment 


Tucked away somewhere behind all the publicity of last week’s sentencing of 
Katherine Ann Power, who was sentenced to serve 8 to 12 years for her role in a 
1970 bank robbery in which a Boston Police officer was killed, was a subtle traves- 
ty of the First Amendment. Forget the question of whether Judge Robert Banks 
was justified in the unyielding manner in which he dealt with Power; the issue 
which should raise a flag of concern in the minds of all Americans is the gag the 
judge placed on Power by forbidding her to seek a profit from her story. 

The logic behind Banks’s order may seem healthy enough at first. The judge’s 
effort to stow the tide of crime docudramas, which oftentimes glamorize the plight 
of the bad guy while giving them a lucrative pat on the back, appears to be a noble 
cause. However, as countless other First Amendment cases have proven, it was 
actually only an attempt by a person in power to eclipse the Constitution to favor 
their own viewpoint. In the case of Banks, it was a display of power which was 
both unconstitutional and unnecessary. 

While Banks did not categorically deny Power the right to express her views on 
the case, he did gag her nonetheless with an ambiguous and troubling sentence. At 
the cost of turning her probationary period into a life term imprisonment, the judge 
forbid her from a “profit.” Nothing was said about authorizing her story to be told 
for free, yet the wording leaves one to wonder if Power might face legal problems 
if she were to profit psychologically from a story which favors only her point of 
view. However, even if the judge were referring to profit in only a monetary sense, 
Power’s rights of free expression were still infringed. 

The First Amendment clearly emphasizes that government should stay clear of 
any type of regulation of expression. As Supreme Court cases have shown in the 
past, that regulation includes even fiscal limitations. In 1939 a case involving a 
Jehovah Witness woman who was profiting from the sale of brochures without a 
municipal permit established that monetary gains are an integral part of free 
expression which should not be regulated (Schneider y. State, 308 U.S. 147). This 
point had also been supported earlier when the courts ruled that a mayor was get- 
ting out of hand with his selective taxation and licensing of certain presses 
(Grosjean v. American Press, 297 U.S. 233). By placing conditions on Power’s 
future expression of ideas, even if Ge be only monetary ones, Banks restricted a 
constitutional right. 

Ironically, the judge didn’t need to place any restrictions on Power at all to safe- 
guard against her “cashing in on the blood of a Boston policeman.” If she were to 
sell her story to a network for a massive sum (which we have no reason to believe 
she would, given the offers she had already. turned down before the trial), the vic- 
tim’s family would have every right to seek a private lawsuit against her to share 
the wealth. It’s a right given to victims which works because it doesn’t involve 
prior restraint, and operates on a private, rather than governmental level. 

What Judge Banks and the countless others in positions of power need to finally 
understand is that one cannot just protect the “pretty side” of the First Amendment. 
In granting all the right to express themselves as they please, it is often necessary 
to allow a potentially ugly situation to result from a particularly beautiful freedom. 
By placing a government-induced gag on Power’s right to sell her story, Banks

ALL IS NOT LOST FOR BYU — While 
BYU was suffering its worst defeat in history 
in beautiful L.A., it was gaining ground in the 
WAC. 

When Utah lost to New Mexico, the Utes 
were effectively eliminated from the Holiday 
Bowl race, with two conference losses. (Last 
year, a 6-2 conference record was good 
enough for a tie for first. That won’t be good 
enough this year.) It now seems unlikely the 
Utes will win the necessary six games to qual- 
ify for a bowl bid of any kind. 

Fresno State also lost, meaning the Bulldogs 
will leave the race Oct. 23 when they lose to 
the Cougars as BYU’s Homecoming victims. 
Colorado State is no threat to BYU, even with 
only one loss, because that defeat came at the 
hand of the Cougars. That leaves Wyoming 
(3-0) and San Diego State (2-0) to vie with 
BYU for a trip Back to Jack Murphy Stadium 
and the Holiday Bowl. 

BYU can take care of the Aztecs on ESPN 
on Nov. 11, but it will need help with 
Wyoming. The Cougars and Cowboys won’t 
face each other this season, and if they fin- 
ished tied at 8-0 or 7-1, Wyoming goes to the 
Holiday Bowl because BYU was there last. 

But Wyoming's perfect mark has been built 
against the WAC’s basement: Utah, Air Force 
and UTEP are a combined 4-14 this season. 
Help should come. BYU’s way in the form of 
the Cowboys’ remaining games at home 
against Hawaii and Fresno State and on the 
road versus New Mexico and San Diego State 
(combined 13-10).

Edwards’ BYU Cougars, the pass-happy team located 


-in-Utah.. His-childhood-dream-of playing for the Irish 


was no more. 

It wasn’t until he got to BYU that he discovered he 
would be able to play against the Irish.

In the Cougars’ first meeting with the Irish last year, 
he obviously had that feeling he had in high school. 

It was at Notre Dame that Nowatzke caught his first 
touchdown of his young college career. It was at 
Notre Dame that he had his best showing as a wide 
receiver, catching four passes for 68 yards. It was in 
South Bend that Nowatzke was named the 
NBC/Chevrolet BYU player of the game. He shined 
and added spunk to a Cougar team that fought hard 
throughout three quarters, yet succumbed in the 
fourth. 

He was a bright spot in front of his family who came 
35 miles from his home town to witness the game. 

“Last year was a dream come true,” he said. “The 
whole week before I could think of nothing but that 
game.” 


Since that time, Nowatzke has become more of a’ - 


staple of the offensive unit, seeing action when the 
Cougars go with three wide receivers. Nowatzke also 
holds kicks on field goals and extra point attempts, 
runs back kicks, and is also the only offensive player 
on the first-string special teams unit. 

Last week against the Bruins, he caught four passes 
for 51 yards in BYU’s blowout loss at the Rose Bowl. 
He also made several tackles on the special teams 
unit. 

“It was frustrating last week,” said Nowatzke, who 
has been named Cougar Sports Magazine’s player of 
the month for October. “We would make a few mis- 
takes, and boom, they were in the end zone.” 

“We can’t be gun shy this weekend. It’s a good 
epportunity to prove to the nation that we can play 
with the big guns. 

“We have faced heavily favored teams in Provo 
before, and we know that we can handle them.” 

Not to mention the Cougars’ ability to bounce back 
following losses — after last season’s loss to the Irish, 
the Cougars rebounded the next week to knock off the 
fourteenth-ranked Penn State ‘Nittany Lions. Could ‘it 
happen again? 

«This is a tough place to play,” he said. “Hopefully 
we'll make this a tough place to play this weekend as 
well.”

On Tuesday, the House appropriated 
more than $2 million to a general 
fund for juvenile reform measures, 
said Rep. Judy Ann Buffmire, of dis- 
trict 35 in Salt Lake City. 

The House also voted on a bill that 
would open court procedures and 
records involving juveniles accused 
of felonies to the public. The bill was 
approved by the Senate Monday. 

Buffmire said the House also passed 
a bill requiring parents of juvenile 
offenders to attend their children’s 
hearings. 

On Monday, the Senate approved 
several anti-gang bills, including one 
that would require juveniles age 16 
and older accused of first-degree 
felonies to be tried as adults. Another 
bill prohibits the sale of BB or pellet 
guns to children under 16 without 
parental approval. 

Several bills relating to gang control 
in schools were also passed. Schools 
were given authority to require stu- 
dent uniforms and be informed of a 
student’s placement in juvenile deten- 
tion. 

Lawmakers Tuesday also discussed 
a funding bill that would give federal 
retirees a tax refund, Bridges said. On 
Monday, lawmakers gave Gov. 
- Leavitt authority to pay federal 
retirees $50 million to settle a lawsuit 
over tax refunds.

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Provo deaths baffle police, friends

As the Provo Police Department pursues its inves- 
tigation of the mysterious murder-suicide Friday of 
Dr. Doran V. Porter, 60, and his wife, Roberta 
Miller-Porter, 36, friends are left to wonder what 
could have led to such a tragedy. 

Police have not said who fired the gun that killed 
the couple, nor have they verified that the gun 
found in the bedroom was the one used in the 
shootings. 

However, officials have confirmed that Doran 
Porter phoned Roberta Miller-Porter’s ex-husband 


early Friday morning, asking him to pick up two 


sons who were sleeping in the house. The ex-hus- 


band told police he left immediately, arriving at the 
Porter home within minutes and finding the bodies 
in their downstairs bedroom. 

Neighbors and friends of the Porters continue to 
express feelings of shock and disbelief. Melissa 
Pearson, 17, often tended the youngest son on 
weekends. 

“T can’t even imagine how either of them could do 
anything like this,” Pearson said. “Every time I saw 
them together, they were a cute, loving, happy cou- 
pics 

Roberta Miller-Porter, or “Robbie” as she was 
known by friends, graduated from BYU in 1978 


with a bachelor’s degree in sociology. Originally 
from Wyoming, she settled in the Provo area when 
she came to the University, according to BYU 
Records. 

Doran Porter was a general practitioner with a 
family practice at 2230 N. University Parkway, 
Provo. He was also an obstetrician and a surgeon. 

Many of his patients expressed disbelief about the 
nature of his death. 

“When I had: my first two kids, it was like Dr. 
Porter was the father himself because he got so 
excited,” said Heidi Garner, a patient of Dr. Porter’s 
for seven years. “He would get so excited about 
delivering a new life.”
